Jake Butcher, Democratic 
nominee for governor, visited 
the heart of Northwest Ten¬ 
nessee Tuesday, stressing the 
economic need for a foreign 
market in Tennessee 

Speaking at The University 
of Tennessee at Martin, 
Butcher said public education 
is the top priority of any 
responsible government 

Butcher said one half of our 
dollar goes to education and a 


comprehensive study will be 
conducted, to find out what 
concepts have been produc¬ 
tive, useful, or wasteful if he is 
elected 

"My opponent talks about 
me I want to talk about the 
issues." said Butcher 

"1 have already released by 
income tax statements and I 
paid 52 percent of what I made 
last year." 

Butcher earned $600,000 last 
year and paid approximately 
$300,000 income tax. 
"Alexander paid $6,500 on 


soo.ixxi nuicner stated 
By * participating as 
chairman for the World's Fair 
in Knoxville. "Expo 82,” 
Butcher said he feels con¬ 
fident in knowing how to deal 
with the economic situation 
created by the World's Fair 
“The architectural and 
cultural interest that we will 
have with the residual benefits 
will have buildings left here 
for generations to come The 
15 million people coming to 
Tennessee will spend over 400 
million dollars, representing 


25 million dollars to revenue 
for the state government in 
the form of taxes.*' 

Thirty eight thousand yobs 
will be brought by Expo 62 in 
the next four years Butcher 
predicts 

Butcher plans to continue 
the search started by 
Congressman Ed Jones to 
bring foreign markets to 
Tennessee to buy farm 
products 

An agency will be created 
within the state Department of 
Agriculture to handle the farm 


products exported 
"We are going to have an 
office located in Jackson or 
Memphis or representatives 
in both places to see that our 
farmers get the highest prices 
available anywhere in the 
world for soy beans, cotton, 
small grain, and cattle," 
Butcher stated 
Butcher cited the inflating 
cost of farm equipment, feed, 
seed, fertilizer and loan in¬ 
terests as the prime reason for 
the farmers unstable 
economic position 


"We will have full time 
people to solicite other 
countries to come and bid on 
our farm products," Butcher 
stated 

Concerning the legalization 
of marijuana. Butcher feels 
that the "pusher " should be 
severely punished, not the 
user 

"Some young offenders who 
have been led off in the wrong 
direction have been treated 
harshly. This should be looked 
into to see how our first time 
offenders could be 


reprimanded without a severe 
penalty," Butcher stated 
Recently governor Ray 
Blanton said he would not 
pardon the double murderer 
Roger Humphries, if Jake 
Butcher wanted it that way 
"I don't think we can stop 
the rising crime rate if we are 
easy on criminals." Butcher 
said 

Speaking at a breakfast in 
South Fulton, Butcher em¬ 
phasized the need for the rapid 
completion and maintenance 
of the state's 80,00 miles of 


state roads 

"Ninety five percent of 
interstates in Tennessee have 
been completed and we need 
good access roads to the high 
ways so the farmer can get his 
product to the market on 
time," Butcher said 
Butcher pledged to hold one 
of his first cabinets meetings 
at UTM. a university and area 
that is recognized as one of the 
fastest growing in Tennessee 
"We are going to have a 
cabinet meeting at UTM," 
Butcher stated 
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Extended Services offers

Last week we looked at the 
Steering Committee on 
Administrative Committees. 
This week, we take a look at 
committees with problem¬ 
solving mandates 
No one wants to live and 
work in an environment that is 
unsafe. UTM has a committee 
to see that no one has to. It’s 
called the Safety Committee 
and is chaired by Tom 
McCutchen, associate 
professor of Geology 
McCutchen's group is 
charged with anticipating and 
identifying dangerous and 
potentially dangerous con¬ 
ditions here on campus. 
Corrective recommendations 
are made as well as periodic 
reviews of conditions noted by 
local, state, and federal of¬ 
ficials 

"On the whole, I would say 
that the campus is pretty 
much up to standards," 
McCutchen said. 

The Safety Committee 
consists of eight people in¬ 
cluding Director of Safety and 
Security Ted Council and 
Charles Graham, a radiation 
expert. The head of the 
department of military 


science, Col. William Kaler is 
also on the committee. 

The committee has not met 
since last spring when it 
considered a multitude of 
required by the federal 
government. 

Besides a safe work en¬ 
vironment, many workers 
need a pipeline to the 
management The Employees 
Relations Council is such a 
pipeline. 

Since many of these ad¬ 
ministrative committees 
report to Dr. Jimmy Tren- 
tham, provost and vice 
chancellor for academic af¬ 
fairs. his office has been 
helpful in providing in¬ 
formation as to the function of 
the various committees.

This body does for UT 
system President Edward 
Boling what the council does 
for Chancellor McGehee 
Incidentally, the council is one 
of the few committees that 
report directly to the Chan¬ 
cellor. 

Dr. Francis Gross, vice 
chancellor for business and 
finance, is one of the key of¬ 
ficials on the council.

The Student Government Association is to be 
commended for its success in sponsoring the 
recent Head East concert during ITM's 
Homecoming Weekend 
The approximate 11.000 net profit from the 
Head East concert certainly is a definite im 
provement up on the old SGA track record of 
serious financial losses last year caused by low 
attendance records of many of the SGA 
sponsored concerts These include the Phoebe 
Snow Starbuck concert which headlined last 
year s Homecoming The student's disinterest 
took its toll at the ticket office, resulting in a 
heavy financial upset to the tune of *8,000 
Whereas the losses accumulated last year by 
the SGA result in forced cutbacks in the 
association's budget for the remainder of the 
schoolyear. the opposite may be true in the 
upcoming months if the SGA continues to 
choose its entertainment carefully Everyone 
is capable of changing for the better, and as far 
as evidence dictates so far. even the SGA is 
improving upon its public standing 
This year's Homecoming concert marks the 
first time in five years that the SGA has not 
realized financial loss due to poor ticket sales 
Perhaps the student interest has been revived 
at UTM to a higher point than ever, especially 
in relation to such campus-related events as 
Homecoming, in this decade. 

The attendance at the Head East concert this 
year was even greater than the number present 
for their first appearance; 1600 previously 


This alone is a very distinct improvement, and 
looks good on the record of the SGA and band 
itself, but most importantly the improvement 
is a favorable sign of student participation and 
involvement 

To have a successful year for the SGA. one 
must look to a student body which is able and 
willing to support its endeavors wherever 
possible In turn, the SGA can help in providing 
a wide spectrum of activities which will make a 
more successful year for the students at UTM. 
The two go hand-in-hand, with the SGA being 
more dependent upon the students than vice- 
versa. However, simply because the students 
are not directly dependent upon the SGA does 
not mean that interest and support should be

State elections arriving 


Students who are eligible to vote in the up¬ 
coming gubernatorial election in Tennessee 
are urged to register and vote on Nov. 2 . 

The Lamar Alexander-Jake Butcher cam¬ 
paigns have been one of the more interesting 
election topics in recent history, and the 
election should create a definite set of changes 
in the running of this state 
Much controversy has been created during 
the course of present Governor Ray Blanton's 
administration, and many are looking for a 
"clean sweep” in the state government. Such 
improvements would include the exclusion of 
"patronage committees” and the decreased 
spending by the governor of tax dollars for 
personal convenience, at the cost of hard¬ 
working taxpayers in Tennessee 
Students who are intending to vote should, of 
course, be sure to look into the qualifications of 
each candidate, which are not difficult to find 
Some of the positions held by the two can¬ 
didates for governor over important issues 
facing the state, and the University in par¬ 


ticular. have been published in the previous 
issue of The Pacer. Commercial newspapers, 
also, offer a good source of information per¬ 
taining to the background, qualifications, and 
intentions of the two men running for office. 

The governorship is no light matter to the 
University of Tennessee system, since the 
school chain is directly tied into the funded in 
part by the state, with the governor holding the 
important title of Chairman of the Board of UT 
Therefore, UTM will directly feel the positive 
or negative results of the winner of November 's 
election, and the entire student population will, 
in turn, be affected by any changes made 
within the system related to them This is why 
it is of great importance for all eligible student 
voters to realize the responsibility which they 
share in helping to shape the future of the state 
as well as the entire nation, and vote Voting is 
not only a right, it is the duty of every citizen of 
a free society The government is no stronger 
than the people which support it. and which it 
serves 


Setting higher standards 


The standards of education in elementary 
and high school levels in Tennessee need to be 
improved in various ways, including 
curriculum and teacher education. 

State and nationwide, there has surfaced the 
realization that a greater number of students 
are graduating from high school, and entering 
into the college level, without the competency 
needed to make it through without difficulty 
Part of this can be blamed upon modifications 
in the cirriculum over the years which have, 
instead of improving the learning environment. 
complicated and decreased the effectiveness of 
education in the basic skills The ability to read 
and write at a decent level has been a marked 
decline in the past few years, and this imposes 
a hardship on those in high school, regardless 
of whether they intend to follow through with 
college or simply go straight out into the 
working world. 

However, part of the fault is traceable to the 
abilities of the teachers themselves in the 
school systems today Certainly there will be a 
few teachers which are nearly impossible to 
take out of the system but changes can be 
made at the beginning, when new teachers are 
brought in upon graduation from college. 

Currently, a 2.2 cummulative GPA, with a 2 4 
GPA for the last quarter completed, is one of 
the minimum requirements for admission into 
UTM's teacher education program. In ad¬ 
dition. the minimum accepable scores on the 
California Achievement Tests, which are used 
by UTM, are little over fifty percent in all 
categories These areas include reading 
comprehension (22 out of 40), language 
mechanics and expression (38 out of 63); and 
math e matics computation < 21 out of 40) 



While it is realized that these are the very 
least which can be expected of one who plans to 
enter into the field of education upon 
graduating, it is certainly hoped that actual 
scores will refled a higher level of competency 
than the minimum standards Also, one con¬ 
sidering teaching should not simply try to "get 
by” on his or her GPA and test averages 
Competition in the outside world will expect a 
higher level of knowledge than the bare 
minimum, when hiring prospective teachers 
At least it is hoped so. If the state of Tennessee 
cannot find a greater margin between the most 
qualified and the least qualified, then obviously 
some of the latter will inevitably become part 
of the educational system. This will result in 
gradually bringing down what could be a much 
higher level of education than what the nation 
as a whole is witnessing today 
There is more than enough competition 
between those seeking degrees in medicine and 
law, among other professions. Why is there not 
a greater degree of competition in the School of 
Education as a whole, state and nationwide' 1 
This should not be taken to imply that UTM 
itself is lacking in its teacher education 
program; on the contrary, this University has 
one of the finest programs to offer in this field. 
It is simply unfortunate that this is not the case 
everywhere The State Board of Education has 
a responsibility to improve the conditions 
statewide, and bring up the quality of teacher 
education throughout the entire state of Ten¬ 
nessee The move to require tests, as of 
November, for those entering into teacher 
education, is a sort of action in one direction. 
But how much will it actually affect the 
upgrading of education today? Only time will 
tell.

Editor’s Viewpoint 

Throughout last year, I had 
the pleasure to take the lower 
division philosophy sequence 
taught by F. Louis Mauldin, 
associate professor of 
philosophy at UTM Now that 
I’ve had the opportunity to 
adequately reflect upon what I 
learned from Dr. Mauldin, I 
can say with some authority 
that the discovery of 
philosophy has added greatly 
to my overall ability to un¬ 
derstand the world in which I 
seem condemned to live. 

Philosophy is a tool through 
which greater understanding 
of human experience and its 
significance can be attained. 
The world in which we live is 
immensely complex, and if we 
are to put every aspect of 
experience into its proper 
perspective, then our system 
for viewing the world must be 
equally complex 


God created man with in¬ 
telligence superior to that of 
lower forms of life. Accepting 
this statement as fact, it would 
then be extremely foolish to 
expect man not to use his 
intellect to arrive at a more 
meaningful existence This is 
not to say, however, that 
through philosophy man can 
arrive at conclusive answers 
to life's basic questions It 
merely aids man in his search 
Failure to understand what 
philosophy is all about 
frequently causes many 
students to regard it as 
something abstract and 
unrelated to everyday ex¬ 
perience Some are even 
misinformed to the extent of 
labeling philosophy as anti- 
religious and counter¬ 
productive to the general 
welfare of society. In reality, 
nothing could be farther from 
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the truth 

Through a careful and 
systematic study of the 
thoughts and ideas of man in 
the past. modern philosophers 
are better equipped to un¬ 
derstand why man thinks and 
acts as he does today. This is 
not meant to imply that these 
thoughts and ideas should be 
taught as any kind of ab¬ 
solute answer to man's con 
tinual search for meaning. 
True philosophy shuns away 
from such an approach 

Hopefully, some of the 
misconceptions concerning 
philosophy have now been put 
to rest Philosophy is a very 
interesting and exciting way 
of viewing the world, and I 
would not hesitate to en¬ 
courage anyone to take the 
beginning sequence offered at 
UTM. It should be very 
enlightening. 


Observations 

The next time that you go 
into the cafeteria look around 
the dining area and count the 
number of trays that are left 
on tables by students. The 
cafeteria is only one of the 
four food chains that is 
provided for the students by 
the UTM Food Services 
Department. 

A problem that is now facing 
the cafeteria is students 
leaving their trays on the 
tables after eating. It might 
appear that this is the thing to 
do since most restaurants 
allow customers to do so. 
Accordinmg to the directors of 
Food Services it is not 
required for students to self¬ 
bus trays; however, each 
student is asked to do so. 

Day after day hundreds of 
trays are deliberately left on 
tables These trays remain on 
the tables until student em¬ 
ployees find time to clear 
them away. 

Several students stated that 
the reason that they leave 
their trays on the table is 
because the employees are 
getting paid to work in the 
cafeteria, and dining room. 

On the other hand all 
evening employees feel that 
the students should be mature 
enough to be able to dispose of 
their own waste since they 
were the ones who made it. 

According to the evening 
supervisor the problem is not 
getting any better There are 
only a few faithful night 
workers thus making their job 
much longer and harder 
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Signs were put on the tables 
uring students to try to help 
keep their dining room at¬ 
tractive and pleasant. The 
signs however are destroyed 
by students. 

Many student employees 
have quit their job because of 
the extra responsibilities they 
encounter. The few that 
remain say their patience is 
wearing out. 

It is reported that in one of 
the cafeteria rush hours when 
there are only a few workers 
the problem seems to be 
higher than usual 

In a busy situation all 
employees are needed in the 
serving area. At this time a 
pile-up is occuring on the 
tables. Students who go into 
the dining area usually move a 
used tray over to another table 
until finally, the cafeteria has 
become unattractive. This 
also creates a problem for the 
maintenance for the cafeteria. 
They cannot do their job at 
closing time until the em¬ 
ployees clear all tables 

Not all students leave trays 
on tables There are many 
students that take time to 
walk over to the conveyor belt. 
So all of this boils down to one 
thing: If the students want to 
maintain a neat, pleasant 
dining area, then the students 
must do their part in taking 
their own trays off the tables. 

Not only will the students do 
themselves a favor, but they 
will be doing a great favor for 
a fellow-student employee and 
teh entire Food Services of 
UTM.

Review 

Despite what the 
propoganduts tell us. fiction is 
stranger than truth People 
who do not agree have not 
been subjected to writers like 
Farmer and Lafferty One 
suspects they have not even 
been exposed to some of our 
classics, such as Bram 
Stoker's Dracula The story is 
bizaare and hard to believe, 
but Stoker manages to make 
us believe because he has the 
aid of our (presumably) 
willings minds Imagine how 
much more difficult it is to do 
something on stage where 
illusion is everything and 
seeing is believing 

"Dracula has been done on 
stage several times, starting 
in the 1920's The play toured 
London playhouses for a nice 
long run. and then made 
Broadway with Bela Lugosi in 
the lead 

This production led to the 1931 
film version of "Dracula” and 
has enjoyed several revivals 
It has apparently succeeded in 
the difficult task of making 
"Dracula" believable on 
stage. 

It was inevitable that 
someone else would try it. 
And they have. Bob Hall (An 
artist at marvel comics) and 
David Richmond have co¬ 
written “The Passion of 
Dracula" a new three act 
adaptation of Stoker's novel. 


It opened on Sept 2* (My 
friend Grump tells me that 
was dif definitely a full moon i 
at midnight in the old Cherry- 
Lane theatre off Broadway 
After all this time it has 
reached us on a national tour, 
flitting down briefly last week 
in the Jackson Civic Center 

The play itself takes place 
entirely in Dr. Stewards 
Asylum, and lakes some in¬ 
credibly twisted develop¬ 
ments in the telling The 
authors retain some of the 
most dramatic moments of 
the novel, such as Dracula s 
assualt on Mina, but they add 
a large amount of campy 
humour to fill in between these 
scenes This makes for an 
enjoyable evening but 
weakens the atmosphere to 
some extent 

The play is filled with 
tongue-in-cheek mo 
melodrama William Buel 
and Peter Murphy use greatly 
exagerated stage British 
accents Jose Greco 
iDracula) and others make 
exits by flinging their capes, 
coats, cloaks, and what-nots 
over their shoulders It comes 
off. as it is intended to. like a 
horror movie made in the 
1930’s by Universal 

Jose Greco does a nice job 
as Dracula. The role is tricky 
in some spots, but for the most 
part all he has to do is look 
grim and threatening He 


reaches for a Hungarian 
accent and comes pretty close 
with his natural mixture of 
Spanish-Italian-Brooklyn 
accent 

Special mention should go to 
Kevin McClarnon. who played 
Renfield on stage He was 
delightful as the fly-eating 
madman His role went far 
beyond acting it also included 
acrobatics and weight lifting 
i He lifts Jonathan Harker a 
good three feet off the ground 
and smoothly continues his 
lines without interruption) 
mcClarnon was refreshingly 
mad, and I’m not convinced he 
isn't as bananas off stage 

There are a large number of 
special " effects in this 
production and most of them 
went off without a hitch 
There-were gunshots, on stage 
explosions, lighting tricks, 
and an on-stage impaling of 
Dracula I must admit 
though, 1 was not very im¬ 
pressed by the bat that flew 
out into the audience. 

Of course, things went 
wrong too. Some of the fog 
came through the French 
doors in the first scene and 
hung around the good doctor's 
living room for a good five 
minutes Van Helsing forgot 
his lines three times, and 
Dracula forgot his once. (How 
could you forget "I never 
drink...wine.") 

Overall it was terrific fun. 


It won't keep you up at night, 
but it won't put you to sleep 
either If the play comes 
flitting into your range again. 
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by all means catch it I'll be 
the guy in the second row with

After an extensive autopsy, 
the county coroner learned 
that his body had been badly 
infected before he took his life. 
He had a virus in the nose, his 
stomach was ruined from all 
the trash he ate in his time, 
and there were some things 
wrong that can’t be talked 
about 

Professors at the college 
said he was an avid en¬ 
vironmentalist and that his 
latest project was trying to 


On the lookout for inside troubles 


House Call 
The silent killer 
and the Pope 

Some Roman Catholic 
groups have been suspicious 
about the sudden death of Pope 
John Paul I, a man with no his¬ 
tory of heart disease They 
even demanded a lull investi¬ 
gation into the "true causes " 

A Memphis cardiologist and 
member of the University of 
Tennessee College of Medi¬ 
cine faculty points out that sud¬ 
den death is often the first 
"warning signal" of heart dis¬ 
ease 

"It happens to people in this 
country every day," says Dr 
Nathan Salky, who maintains 
that a large percentage of 
seemingly healthy American 
males are at risk for a similar 
fate 

"Most middle-aged citi¬ 
zens of developed, affluent so¬ 
cieties have fairly well estab¬ 
lished atherosclerosis,” he ex¬ 
plains. "Atherosclerosis is the 
build-up of fatty deposits in¬ 
side the artery The irregular 
thickening can eventually shut 
off the blood supply Or a blood 
clot or piece of fatty material 
which breaks off can lodge in a 
major bloodvessel lnthe coro¬ 
nary arteries the result is heart 
attack, in the arteries of the 
brain,stroke ” 

Many large studies have 
identified heart disease risk 
factors that are part of the 
comfortable life style shared 
by civilized societies every¬ 
where 

One risk factor is the typi¬ 
cal high-fat. high-salt, high- 
sugar diet and the high cho¬ 
lesterol levels and overweight 
that often go along with it 

Another is high blood pres 
sure, which also damages the 
arteries Risk factors for 
hypertension itself are high 
salt consumption, obesity and. 
some believe, lack of physical 
activity. 

Cigarette smoking is one of 
the biggest risk factors, add¬ 
ing greatly to danger and mul 
tiplying the effect of the other 
risk factors many times. 

One of the least understood 
of the risk factors for heart and 
circulatory disease is mental 
and emotional stress It has 
been well documented in both 
animal and human studies that 
stress can promote serious 
heart irregularities 

None of his followers would i 
deny that the election of John 


Paul I to the papacy cata¬ 
pulted him into a new and 
stressful situation But what 
does seem strange to them is 
his death while reading peace¬ 
fully in bed. 



Salky explains that heart at¬ 
tacks and strokes don't always 
happen at moments of crisis or 
high excitement, although they 
can. Response to stress may be 
more subtle and prolonged 
Over a period of time, anxie¬ 
ties and tension stimulate re¬ 
lease of certain hormones that 
raise pulse and blood pres¬ 
sure, stress the heart, cause 
blood to clot more readily and 
initiate other changes not yet 
well understood Eventually 
the altered body chemistrycan 
promote erratic heart action, 
blood clot formation and heart 
attack, often while the victim is 
at rest 

Salky says men are much 
more at risk than women and 
men over 40 most of all "Know 
your blood pressure and. if pos¬ 
sible. your cholesterol level 
Don't smoke, don't overeat and 
do exercise regularly Correct 
the risk factors that you can 
control " 

As for stress, it usually kills 
only when there is underlying 


artery disease caused by the 
other risk factors. Stress is dif¬ 
ficult to avoid (and human be¬ 
ings are probably uniquely 
evolved to cope with it). But we 
can avoid bad diets and bad 
habits. 


Framingham findings 
about life style 
and disease 


For over a quarter of a cen¬ 
tury information has been ac¬ 
cumulating about who de¬ 
velops coronary heart disease 
and why Since 1951, 5.000 men 
and women have been tested, 
observed and interviewed 
regu larly by researchers in the 
small town of Framingham. 
Mass 

Some of the deciding fac- 
tars are things we can t con¬ 
trol Risk increases with age 
People w ith a family history of 
heart disease are more apt to 
have heart disease them¬ 
selves. And men have more 
heart disease than women 

Just as revealing are Fram¬ 
ingham facts like this; Wives 
of men who developed coro¬ 
nary heart disease had double 
the risk of women whose hus¬ 
bands escaped it. 

Overall mortality and heart 
disease mortality were both in¬ 
versely related to physical ac¬ 
tivity Men aged 35 to 64 with 
the lowest level of activity had 
a 12.1 percent chance of death 
from cardiovascular disease 
within 14 years Those with the 
highest activity level had a 6,5 
percent chance. 

This effect increased with 
age. risk associated with in- 
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dolence being greater in the 
elderly than in the young 

Another controllable risk 
factor is cigarette smoking 
Since 1948 a substantial pro¬ 
portion of the Framingham 
study group has stopped 
smoking On quitting, men 
tended to gain weight, but this 
was not associated with signi¬ 
ficant changes in blood choles¬ 
terol levels or blood pressure 
Vital capacities improved. In 
those who quit smoking, death 
and coronary heart attack oc¬ 
curred at only half the rate of 
those who continued to smoke 

Smoking also added to risk 
of the disorder called intermit¬ 
tent claudication This means 
pain and disability in the legs 
because of blocked leg ar¬ 
teries It can lead to gangrene 
and amputation Persons in 
this condition were more likely 
to be diabetic and cigarette 
smokers Within eight years 
almost half suffered heart at¬ 
tack. heart failure or stroke; in 
the same period, 20 percent of 
the men and 30 percent of the 
women died 

Most experts agree sus¬ 
tained vigorous exercise like 
running, swimming or cycling 
is protective against heart 
attack. Their best guess is that 
exercise raising the pulse rate 
for 20 minutes at least three 
times a week may be enough 

Traits associated with 
being in poor physical condi¬ 
tion also increased risk These 
included a rapid heart beat, a 
low vital capacity and over¬ 
weight (In examination of the 
5,000 subjects between 1968 and 
1970. more than 15 percent of 
the men and 20 percent of the 
women weighed 30 percent 
more than ideal.)

The Traffic Appeals Board 
puts teeth into UTM traffic 
regulations. When anyone 
violates traffic rules, found in 
the publication "Campus 
Traffic and Parkmg 
Regulations," he is normally 
cited. He can appeal to the 
board. The board, charged 
with being high court for 
traffic offenders, is chaired by 
Dr. Bill Austin, associate 
professor of mathematics. 

"We meet once a month to 
deal with all the accumulated 
cases," Austin said. The cases 
are then disposed of during 
these meetings. Although the 
six member ruling body acts 
as court, it is not the supreme 
court. One may still appeal to 
the Chancellor as a last resort 

In our mobile society, the 
need for a body to determine if 
one is legally a resident of 
Tennessee makes sense 
because non residents must 
pay more for education in 
Tennessee than do residents. 

Phillip Miller, assistant 
professor of English is the 
man to see He chairs the 
Residency Appeals Com¬ 
mittee. This six person body 
determines if a potential 
student really should be 
classified as a resident. 
Actually, the Admissions 
Office does the initial 
classifying, the committee 
just hears the appeal of the 
person disputing the 
classification. Page 13 of the 
current University Catalog 
reveals some interesting 
items showing why this 
committee is really need. 

"The domicile of a married 
person shall be determined 
independent of the domicile of 
the spouse,” states the 
catalog 


University Center. A mock election was held 
Wednesday, but the results were not 
labulated at press time. 


Does that mean that if a 
Tennessean and his or her 
spouse came to UTM and it 
was found that the spouse 
came from, say. Florida, that 
one spouse would be charged a 
higher fee than the other, even 
though they both live together 
in Tennessee? 

You appeal 1° the Com¬ 
mittee on Admission and 
Readmission This body would 
then decide if a student could 
be readmitted No student can 
be readmitted if the com¬ 
mittee says no. 

And if the Student 
Disciplinary Board tosset you 
out of school, forget it. The ten 
member board with its equal 
number of students is em¬ 
powered to act as a supreme 
court. One may perhaps ap¬ 
peal to the chancellor, but if 
this board throws you out- 
well-it's good-by. UTM.

Out of a total of 210 ballots 
tabulated, the top four choices 
included 1) following Jesus 
Christ (116); 2) career ac¬ 
complishments (115); 3) 

successful marriage (103); 
and 4) a positive self image 
(199). 

The remainder of the 
choices were checked 


as follows: financial success, 
45; personal reputation, 53; 
religious convictions, 94; 
service to persons, 92; sports 
and entertainment, 35; 
cultural activities, 10; support 
from others, 25; job security, 
25: and "other,” 10. 

Forty-one persons checked 
the additional box requesting 
additional information about 
the BStj 

A total of 90 men and 120 
women turned in the survey 
form. The division of the class 
participation included 44 
fajkhmen, 57 sophomores, 54 
juniors, 54 seniors, and one 
graduate. 

Director Adam Hall related 
that the BSU plans to take a 
similar survey each month. 
On Tuesday of this 

week, the latest questionnaire 
was taken, with results to be 
released at a later date in 
November All results are 
combined with other survey 
results taken nationwide, and 
published in the monthly 
issues of The Student 
Magazine, a Christian
